The provision for fortification of 
the canal is stricken out of the bill, 
and instead of defense being pro- 
vided for, the measure will provide 
for protection of the canal. 

The words “fortify” and “defend” 
are stricken out, and the word “pro- 
tect” inserted. 


As explained by the republican. mem- 
bers of the commitee this change is made 
in order to avoid controversy, and possi- 
ble diplomatic complications. In view of 
the treaty it was regarded needless to 
raise a diplomatic issue with England, It 
was the position of the majority that the 
protection clause furnished ample au- 
thority at least during the construction 
of the canal, and they took the position 
that if it were deemed wise to provide 
other means of protection after that it 
could be done through diplomatic nego- 
tiations. It was stated that England sig- 
nifed her unwillingness to accept the Da- 
vis amendment to the treaty, and the re- 
publicans seem to have weakened on the 
position they have been taking. 

Mr. Adamson, of Georgia, led the 
fight in the committee against the 
change in the text of the Hepburn 
bill, and he and several other demo- 
cratic members will make a minority 
report against the amendment adopt- 

»ed by the majority today. They be- 
lieve they will have the necessary 
votes in the house.

Maseru, Basutoland, April 19.—The Boers 
continue to move freely around Wepener, 
going in all directions from which relief 
columns are expected. Desultory can- 
non fire and sniping have been going on 
all day with scarcely any reply from 
Colonel Dalgety’s force. 

The Caledon river rose considerably dur- 
ing the night. This made the Boers un- 
easy, as they fear separation. Some re- 
enforcements have arrived for them, 
coming apparently from Thabanchu, or 
that direction. 

Our casualties up to date are believed to 
have been twenty-five’ killed and 110 
wounded. 

Owing to the heavy rains and clouds 
heliographing has been impossible for the 
last two days.

In view of the cut 
and dried character of the other pro- 
ceedings at Philadelphia, it is probable 
that this vice presidential speculation is 
inspired by the party leaders in the hope 
of stirring up interest in the national 
convention. To that end we are having 
a lot of favorite-son material trotted to 
the fore, the latest prominent entry be- 
ing Secretary of the Navy Long. 

In addition to Secretary Long there 
have been suggested such possibilities as 
Roosevelt, Root, Bliss and Woodruff, of 
New York; Altorney General Griggs, 
whose home is in New Jersey; Senator 
Penrose, of Pennsylvania; Senator Fair- 
banks, of Indiana; former Governor 
Bradley, of Kentucky; Represegtative 
Dave Mercer, of Nebraska; Senator 
Spooner, of Wisconsin, and Henry C. 
Payne, of the same state, who is a prom- 
inent member of the national committee; 
Senator Davis and Governor Merriam, cf 
Minnesota; former Senator Manderson, 
of Nebraska, and others whose identity 
has just now escaped me. 

Is Roosevelt the Right “Tip?” 

Political prophecy is .uncertain bus- 
iness, but if we were asked to name the 
man who seems to me the most likely of 
the lot, I should say he is Governor 
Roosevelt. Just now the Long “tip” is 
being played the strongest on the sur- 
face, but that does not mean that it is 
the safest to play. Secretary Long is 
helping it along by acknowledging that 
he wouldn't object at all to being the 
president’s running mate, but the repub- 
lican politicians are taking small inter- 
est in this boom. 

A day or two ago it was mysteriously 
hinted at the white house that Governor 
Roosevelt's name was no longer under 
consideration. This particular story pic- 
tured the president as conferring with 
the New York governor over the lonz- 
distance telephone and coming away 
from the transmitter disheartened be- 
cause Roosevelt had seemed callous to 
his pleadings. The story was gobbled 
up with great avidity and sent post haste 
throughout the country. The extreme 
probability of the president making a 
telephone search .of the country for a 
running mate did*'hot seem to strike 
those who bit at this particular bit of 
bait, nor. did’ the picture of the presi- 
dent’s being so downcast. 

The fact seems to be that this story 
was a part of a general plan-to stampele 
th@ Philadelphia convention at the prop- 
er time with Roosevelt's name, in the 
hope that the Rough Rider himself, and 
the republican masses, would be gullcd 
into the belief that the nomination was 
made as the result of a great popular 
outcry for Teddy. 

Platt Says Roosevelt Is Receptive. 

The same day that this story was given 
to the public, Senator Platt, of New 
York, confided to a friend in the senate 
that he had got Roosevelt into a “re- 
mood’’ with regard to the vice 
presidency. Governor Roosevelt seems 
to be the one man in New York upon 
whom Platt and the administration lead- 
ers are able to agree upon. The admin- 
istration leaders are impressed with the 
belief that there is more politics in his 
nomination than in the naming of such 
men as Root and Bliss, who are out of 
touch with the state organization, and 
who particularly have none of the war 
glamour about them. Platt is also for 
Roosevelt, but there is good reason to be- 
lieve that he supports the erratic Teddy 
more through a desire to get him out of 
the executive mansion at Albany than 
for any other reason. 

On more than one occasion, when they 
have differed in their ideas of things, the 
New York boss has been known to refer 
to the governor of his state as that “‘cra- 
zy man.” Platt seems to have something 
of an elephant on his hands in the per- 
son of this governor, and he knows it. 
There are a good many big interests in 
New York which would like to see Mr. 
Roosevelt change his residence to Wash- 
ington or anywhere else, for that mat- 
ter. Not that they think Roosevelt dis- 
honest or anything of that sort, but even 
those not seeking illegal favors at the 
hands of the executive and of the legis-

Whereas, The emancipation of the working 
class must be achieved by the working classes 
themselves, as no other class has any interest 
in improv’.ig their condition; and as the com- 
bined wage-worki.g class represents the great 
majority of the people, in their hands rests 
the future of our free instituions, and it de- 
volves upon them to revilace ‘he present in- 
iquitous system by one based upon equity and 
robility of all: useful labor. 

We regard it as the sacred duty of every hon- 
orable laboring man to sever his affiliations 
with all political parties of the capitalists, and 
to devote his energy and attention to the 
organization of his trade and lavor union, and 
the concentration of all unions into one solid 
body for the purpose of assisting each other in 
all struggles—political and industrial; to re- 
sist every attempt of the ruling classes directed 
against our liberties, and to extend our frater- 
nal hand to the workers of our land and to 
all nations of the globe that struggle for the 
same jndependente. 

In order to se:ure .he emancipation of the 
Wage-workers we pledge ourselves to the follow- 
ing demands: 

MUNICIPAL ISSUES. 

l. Mlunitigal service wholly divorced from 
‘partisan Volitics. Tenure of office during good 
behavior, and promotion of meritorious ser- 
Vice. 

2. Municipal ownership of street railways, 
telephones, gas and electric light plants, for 
public distribution of power, heat and light.

8. Direct legislation through the initiative 
and referendum, i. e., in reference to all laws 
enacted by legislative bodies, to the elec- 
tors tor ratification or rejection.

Address by President Garrett. 


To ‘maazine that the mission of organized 
labor is simply to regulate hours and wages 
is an error. Its efforts in this direction are at 
the best tempcrary and simply for the purpose 
of alleviating present conditions. The true 
mission of trace uaionism is to bring about 
the complete industrial emancipation of the 
toiling masses only by evolitionary methods. 
Can this <cmancipsetion be achieved? k'reedom 
cannot be secured in a day, and all great move- 
ments in the past that huve 
for the people greater privileges and recog- 
hition of their rights have been achieved oniy 
after the most painstak‘!ng efforts. The regu- 
lation of hours, waxes and conditions of em- 
ployment for the people at present is abso- 

tely imperative to enable them to secure the 
time essential for intellectual development and

to secure for themselves more of the ncees- 
Saries of life, and if pogsible a few of its 
comforts. Their appetite will then be sharp- 


ened and they will be spurred on to increase 
their demands by laws of evolution. They se- 
cure a degree of freedom that will raise them 
socially to a standard that many of our radical 
friends desire to see achieved by what they 
are vleased to term a social revolution. The 
trade union movement in bettering the condi- 
tion of its adherents for the time being never 
forgets their future welfare. Intelligent work- 
ers realize that what may be achieved today 
may’ be lost tomorrow, but that by aiming 
higher than the present, eventually a higher 
state of civilization will be reached. It is not 
compatible with good sense or logic to im- 
agine that because something secured has been 
lost again and that because of its loss the 
cause of humanity has gone back; it simply 
means that waves recede frequently, even 
when the tide is rising, and every time that the 
movement may slip backward it simply gains 
the needed rest to advance with greater im- 
petus than it has ever before known. 

The movement of the workers is a move- 
ment of selfishness actuated by selfish desires, 
but it is a selfishness that looks to the bet- 
terment of all mankind, even including those 
who believe that the workers should be noth- 
ing more than hewers of wood and drawers of 
water, or as some might put it, beasts of 
burden to carry out the wishes of the capbi- 
talists. Birds of prey, no matter what mis- 
takes organized labor may have made in the 
past and is making today, or may make iw 
the future. the fact remains that all we have 
in the form of better conditions, better com- 
pensation for our labors, better laws on the 
statute books of the various states and of 
the nations have been gained through intel- 
ligent organizations and intelligent leadership, 
and no matter what obstruction may be placed 
in the pathway of unionism, they will be 
surmounted and there will be a steady ad- 
Vance until the goal of man’s emancipation is 
reached. The greatest enemies we have to 
contend with are not the forces on the out- 
side that antagonize us, but are the weak, 
the weary and the hopeless within our fold. 
Sometimes despair takes possession of men, and 
despair is more or less contagious and it 
frequently afflicts others. Fortunately, how- 
ever, there are always stout hearts that are 
nevér discouraged: stout hearts that realize 
that the darkest hour is always. before the 
dawn, and that generally after the black 
clouds of night have rolled away there comes 
a glorious sunshine that casts its ray upon all 
alike and dispels the despair and hopelessness 
and brirgs the courage and conviction that 
right must eventually prevall. 

The trade union movement must march on 
because the bulk of those connected with it 
have an abiding faith in its usefulness and in 
its ability to remedy the wrongs that exist 
and eventually establish justice on the throne 
of right. 

How lonesome a working man outside of his 
craft organization must feel these days when 
the very atmosphere he breathes is impreg- 
nated with the sweet perfume of brotherly 
love and harmony. How he must feel the cold 
chills run up and down his spinal column when 
he stops to reflect what an injury he is to 
himself and his fellow workers. There are few 
men indeed of irtelligence who do not admit 
the beneficent effects of trade unionism. Few 
fear their bosses might not like it if they join. 
But, bless your poor, stupid heart, your boss 
does not overlook a combination that will 
advance his interest and laughs to himself every 
time he thinks what a chump you are for not 
taking advantage of the opportunities that sur. 
round you. You would go up about 100 per 
cent in his estimation if you displayed suf- 
ficient courage and manhood to affiliate with 
your more progressive brothers for mutual pro- 
tection ani betterment of conditions. You 
would also rise much higher in your own esti- 
mation and that of your neighbors if you 
carried a union card, and changed from a de- 
pendent creature to an independent free-born 
American citizen. Eighty per cent of the skill 
mechanics of this country are members of the 
trades unions. Not to be a member its to 
confess your inferiority or a cast-off. Get in 
line and be happy. To one who has given 
clese attention to the last general assembly 
of Georgia, there is little wonder that so few 
laws of general good are passed and many 
nonsensical ones adowsted. 

In the house there are 175 members and 
therefore 88 votes are required for a constitu- 
tional majority. It was difficult on many days 
to secure a quorum. All these members draw 
$4 ver day whether they attend or not. Many 
of them are absent more days than they are 
present. It is difficult, theretore, to secure a 
constitutional majority vote ou any bill of im- 
portance to which any material opposition is of- 


fered. A handful of members can defeat the 
will of the majority. A bill they have 87 
votes for and 2 against it and yet failed, 


whereas, if one or more members were present 
it might become a ‘aw. Yhere ought to be 
some meathod adopted to compel members to 
attend to their duties for which they are elect- 
ed. Many come with their pet local measures, 
end as soon as they win or lose out they cease 
to take any interest in the state’s affairs 
Those who are faithful and conscientiously de- 
s're to serve their constituents and the state 
are handicappeil by the absentees. 

A sure way is for the voters of each county 
to investizate and find out by the roll call 
if their representative was absent an rn- 
reasonable mumber of times, and if ro, elect 
him to stay at. home and next year send only 
those who can be trusted to perform their full

HOMER CRAWFORD 
HANGED YESTERDAY 


He Murdered Johnson Pate, Another 
Negro, in Pulaski County. 


EXECUTED AT HAWKINSVILLE

Crawford Walked Upon the Scaffold 
With Smile on His Face. 


ASKED THE SHERIFF TO MAKE HASTE 


He Made a Statement on the Gal- 
lows Advising Others To Take 
Warning by His Fate.

Homer Crawford, colored, was hung to- 
day at half-past 1 o'clock for the mur- 
der of Johnson Pate, another negro. 
His neck was broken by the fall. The 
physicians pronounced him dead in five 
minutes. He laughed.as he was brought 
from the jail and said that he was not 
Scared at all. He walked upon the gal- 
lows unassisted and smiled and made 
his statement, asking all to take warn- 
ing by his fate. While being tied he 
told the sheriff to make haste and let 
him drop. Later he asked all to con- 
tinuetopray for him and asked to be tied 
well, as he did not want to struggle at 
all. He said he was ready to meet his 
God. 

Sheriff John Rogers returned yesterdav 
from Eastman with Crawford. Craw- 
ford was sentenced to be hanged on 
March 3lst, but was respited by Gover- 
nor Candler till today. Sheriff Rogers 
fixed Homer a tempting breakfast this 
morning, but he refused to eat anythizAg, 
but drank a cup of coffee. He said that 
he was prepared and ready to die, and 
had no fear for the hereafter; that his 
sins had been pardoned and then he 
would go to glory. He said that he re- 
gretted very much that he killed Johnson 
Pate, but that he did it in self-defense 
and that if it were to do over again he 
would do the same thing. At the time of 
the killing and up until yesterday he 
claimed that he was so drunk that fe 
knew nothing of the killing at all, but 
he said today that he and Johnson were 
both drinking and that Johnson began 
cursing his people and that he pleaded 
with him not to do it, and that Johnson 
got mader and pulled his pistol to shoot 
him and he pulled his gun and shot first, 
killing Johnson instantly.

SENSATION OF YESTERDAY 


Was the Turning Down of Striking | 


Telegraphers’ Appeal. 


DR. BROUGHTON ADDRESSES CONVENTION 


He Objects to the Banquets—Election 
of Officers—Drummers at a Bar- 
becue—Closing Scenes. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, 
Macon, Ga., Apri] 2.—There was quite a 
sensation sprung at the meeting of the 
Travelers’ Protective Association's con- 
vention this morning. A telegram was 
received from President Powell, of the 
Order of Railroad Telegraphers, asking 
that the sympathy of the convention be 
tendered the strikers in the present 
trouble with the Southern rallway. 

As soon as the announcement was made 
that a telegram from Mr. Powell was to 
be read several of the delegates were on 
their feet at once and moved that the 
telegram be laid on the table without 
reading. This was quite a blow at Presi- 
dent Powell, but another member got the 
recognition of the chair and stated that 
it would be very discourteous to President 
Powell if the telegram wag not read. He 
was promptly ru:ed out of order by the 
chairman. but continued to speak and 
finally carried his point. The telegram 
was read. 

Mr. Andrew W. Kennedy moved that 
the sympathies of the convention be ex- 
tended the operators. This called for 
more discussion, which lasted for about 
thirty minutes. It was finally decided 
not to extend sympathy of any kind to 
the strikers, and it was evident from the 
unanimous vote that the sympathies of 
the traveling men were with the rail- 
roads. 

The incident called forth much talk 
from the members of the convention after 
it adjourned, 

Rev. Len G. Broughton, who was un- 
able to be present yesterday, made an 
adderss before the convention soon after 
it assembled this morning. Dr. Brough- 
ton told of the time when he was a 
traveling man. He said that he made 
enough money in eight months to pay his 


way ‘through college. He paid a .hign 
tribute to the traveling men and then 
took up the subjects of banquets. He 


said that the banquets were such as the 
chaplains of the Travelers’ Protective As- 
sociation were unable to attend. In other 
words, he gave the convention to under- 
stand that he was not in favor of the 
gatherings. 

His address was very much enjoyed and 
called forth much applause. 

Immediately after his address the mat- 
ter of doing away with the banquet at 
the annual conventions was taken up. 
After some discussion it was decided to 
leave the matter to the city in which the 
conventions would meet. 

A lengthy set of resoluttions, in which 
the thanks of the convention were ex- 
tended to the different clubs and organi- 
gations in the city, were unanimously 
passed. 

The election of officers was the next 
matter taken up. Mr. G. E, Johnson, of 
Atlanta, was elected: state president.

TO REMAIN SAME 


City During Past Year Has Had Extra 
. Expenses. 


‘A RAISE WAS LOOKED FOR 


But the Mayor Announces That 
There Will Be No Increase. 


7 ATHENS WANTS A SPANISH CANNON 


Mayor Smith in Correspondence with 
Congressman Howard About 
Getting a Relic. 


Athens, Ga., April 2.—(Special,)—The 
annual ad valorem tax rate of the city of 
Athens will not be increased this year, 
despite the fact that the tax returns of 
real estate in the city nave decreased over 
$240,000. The tax rate is 1 per cent and 
there are no specific taxes on any busi- 
ness that pays an ad valorem tax on 
stocks of merchandise, etc. Major Smith 
and his associates in council have had 
a number of extra expenses to contend 
with and vet by good management they 
have kept the tax rate down and will con- 
tinue to keep it so. 

This tax levy will cover all the ordinary 
expenses for the year 19%, and will in ad- 
dition provide for $650 extra tax for pub- 
lic schools, pay for handling several small- 
pox cases recently, pay all interest on 
bonds, provide the requisite sinking fund 
for different bond issues and retire $5,000 
worth of the principal of the old college 
bonds. 

It was generally predicted that the is- 
suing of the street bonds would raise 
taxes, and then it was agreed that-taxes 
would have to be raised on account of 
the decrease in real estate tax values, 
but the city administration, by good man- 
agement, fooled all the prophets.

The flood which commenced the early 
part of the week has already caused, ata 
conservative estimate, fully $3,000,000 loss 
in central and southern Mississippi. to 
say. nothing of the damages by the rall- 
roads. The extent of the losses have not 
yet been fully realized and it may be 
some days yet before an accurate total 
can be reached; for days mail communi- 
cation has been totally cut off between 
those localities which have suffered most 
and the outside world, while telegraph 
lines suffered greatly so that the news is 
just now beginning to arrive by wire. In 
Loulsiana, too, the Gamage done by the 
unprecedented rains was great, but in 
this state they are more inferential than 
positive. A special from Columbia, Miss., 
which was received late tonight, fixes the 
loss in that little town and its immediate 
vicinity at $500,000. 

Many farm houses were carried away 
by the mad waters, the occupants barely 
escaping with their lives and the number 
of cattle destroved was great.

Jackson, Miss.. ‘Is Now Surrounded 


by Waters. 

Jackson, Miss. April 20.—The Illinois 
Central managed to open traffic with New 
Orleans tonight over the Natchez branch 
of the Yazoo and Mississippi Valley road, 
although trains are running with great 
caution on account of the treacherous con- 
dition of the track. The main line is 
still tied up below Magnolia by the high 
waters and the officials do not expect 
to get traffic opened before the early part 
of next week. A bridge was washed out 
af Pearl river this morning. The situation 
in Jackson is rapidly growing worse and 
a good sized section of the southern por- 
tion of the city is submerged with the 
back water from Pearl river.

Contractor Wells announced yesterday 


morning, in speaking of the big,federal 
building, that everything was now being | 
held in abeyance pending the signature 
of President McKinley to the bill which 
includes the appropriation for the prison. 


‘The contracts for material,’’ said Mr. 
Wells yesterday, “have been~drawn up 


and are ready to be signed and you can 
say for my firm that we will be prepared 


to begin work on the federal prison 
building within twenty-four hours after 
the signature of the president has been 
given to the appropriation. The first 
work of course will be excavations, but 
the materials for the base of the struc- 
ture will be on the way in time so that 
not a day will be lost in the construc- 
tion.’’ 

The spur track from the main line of 
the Southern to the prison site has been 
completed and according to Contractor 
Wells, dirt will be broken within twenty- 
four hours after the president has sign- 
ed the bill. 

President McKinley is now in New 
York and it is thought probable that one 
of his first acts upon returning to the 


capital city will be to sign the appropria- | service 


tion measure. 

Contractor Wells stated that he would 
be in the city for several days, but 
thoughtit possible that he would be called 
to Washington at any hour to sign the 
contracts on behalf of his firm.

The object of the visit of Contractor 
Wellsatthis time is to come to an under- 
standing with the representative of T. 
Jefferson Coolidge, Jr., as to the plans 
and specifications of the Empire build- 
ing. These plans are now being consid- 
ered by experts both in Boston and in 
this city and a final agreement on all 
of them will be marked by the imme- 
diate commencement of work. 

L. G. Wells stated among other things 
that there had teen much discussion 
whether the Empire building should be 
twelve or fourteen stories in height, but 
that it had ben practically determined 
to follow the original plan and make 
the building fourteen stories. H. M. At- 
kinson announced also yesterday that as 
@ result of the conference it had been 
agreed that the’ building should be four- 
teen stories. 

“Itis hard to say at present,” remarked 
Mr. Atkinson yesterday, ‘“‘what day 
work on the Empire building will begin, 
but it will be safe to estimate that the 
work of construction will start in the 
course of a few weeks.”’ 

It is understood that one of the objects 
of the recent visit of H. M. Atkinson to 
Boston was to complete arrangements 
for the Empire building and these ar- 
rangements have now be agreed upon, 
except a few details. 

Unless called to Washington Contrac- 
tor Wells will be in the city until the 
first of next week and while here it Is 
understood that his contract for the 
construction of the Empire building will 
be signed up, insuring the construction 
of the big office building and the feder- 
al prison at the same time.

Proposition for Direct Vote Wil 
Fail in Senate, 


ARGUMENTS AGAINST IT 


Would Lead in the End to Elections 
Ander Federal Control 


AND THE DOMINANCE OF BIG STATES 


Senator Hoar Thinks Southerners 
Should Be the Last To Advo-

Washington, April 20.—(Special.)—The 
passage by the house of a joint resolu- 
tion looking to the amendment of the 
constitution so ag to provide for the elec- 
tion of senators by the pe@le does not 
mean that such a resolution is destined to 
reach the president, nor, indeed, does it 
indicate any important step toward the 
end looked for by its supporters. The 
resolution has gone to the senate commit- 
tee on privileges and elections, and it is 
extremely doubtful if it ever igs heard of 
again. If by any chance there should be 
a report on it, that report wil] be unfavor- 
able. And more than that, the unfavor- 
able report will have the support of al- 
most al] of the members of the commit- 
tee. | 

There is no possibility of the senate’s 
overriding such an unfavorake report, 
for there will be a strong majority in 
that body against a change from the 
present system of electing senators. 

There has been a great deal of agita- 
tion on the proposition to elect senators 
by the direct vote of the people instead of 
by the legislatures. Much of this is due 
to scandals which have at different times 
arisen over the senatorial contests, and 
then, to some extent at least, the move- 
ment for elections by the people has been 
pushed along by the men whose personal 
ambitions have been thwarted under the 
present system through the success of 
other men. Politicians who want to get 
into office are never chary in their praise 
of the “‘dear people” whose wisdom they 
admire as jong as they get personal bene- 
fits from their selection and whom they 
are quick to criticise when things go 
wrong. 

Two Sides to the Question. 

There are two sides to this question of 
the selection of senators. In the south, 
where we rely almost universally upon 
the instruction by the people through the 
primaries, we get what is equivalent to 
the direct vote of the people because we 
get a direct expressjon from them as to 
their choice. Where it is a contest be- 
tween leading members of the same po- 
litical party and where that party com- 
prises practically all of the intelligence 
of a state, the senator selected as the re- 
sult of these primaries ig more likely 
to be chosen on his own merits than un- 
der any other system. The practical] re- 
sult of a change In the constitution pro- 
viding for thé direct vote of the people 
for senator would be that in a majority 
of the states a state convention would 
name the senator instead of his being 
named by the legislature, and it js hard- 
ly doubtfu! that the system of legis'ative 
selecting is preferable to that of selecting 
by a political convention whose responsi- 
bilities in the matter cease with the nom!- 
nation. 

There are a great many things to be 
considered in this movement. Not the 
least of these is the wisdom of listening 
to the popular clamor which would make 
a c@inge in the organic construction of 
the government when even those who are 
its strongest advocates cannot possibly 
give assurances that it will bring a per- 
manent change for the better. 

Where the South Is Interested. 

There are some things which the people 
of the south ought particularly to con- 
sider in this connection, for they are 
things in which the south is deeply in- 
terested. When the house _ resolution 
reached the senate and Mr. Butler. of 
North Carolina, urged that it be acted 
upon without going through committee. 
Senator Hoar, whose honesty of purpose 
can no more be questioned than can his 
ability, pointed out one of these dangers. 

“This is a proposition,” said Mr. Hoar, 
“which if carrie® out with legitimate 
consequences will, in my opinion, very 
soon destroy the equality of the states 
in the senate ani give us two legislative 
bodies, both the result of popular elec- 
tions, the only differences between them 
being that the senator is voted for by 
a larger constituency than the represen- 
tative. I am surprised that the eagerness 
for dealing with this matter promptly and 
without the ordinary consideration from 
a representative of the state of North 
Carolina, a state now one of the smallest 
states in the union, and certain, as far 
as anything in our history can be certain, 
to remain inthe growth of the future sta- 
tionery as compared with the great 
both in the east and in the west. 
change the character of the senate—a 
body removed from popular election, 
chosen by a legislative and not a popular 
body—and those great states will not sub- 
mit long to an equality between Dela- 
ware and New York or between North 
Carolina and New York in that body. and 
you will have your unmixed and uncheck- 
ed democracy instead of our plainer con- 
federacy of republics and the national 
government that we have now. My hon- 
orable friend, with all respect, is con- 
tending against the dearest interests that 
the state of North Carolina can have if 
she is to preserve her equality in this 
union tn the future.”

election cannot be regulated by law, whase 
members act by proxy, whose tenure of office.

ings are not recorded, who act under no per. 
eonal responsibility, whose mistakes ordinarily 
can only be corrected by the choice of sena. 
tors who do not represent the opinions concern. 
ing public measures @nd policies of the people 
who choose them. 

It will transfer the seat of political powep 
in great states, now distributed evenly over 
their territory, to the great cities and masses 
of population. 

It will create new temptations to fraud, cor. 
ruption, and other illegal practices, and ig 
close cases will give rise to numerous election 
contests which must tend seriously to weaken 
the confidence of the people in the senate. 

It will absolve the larger states from the con- 
stitutional obligation which secures the equal 
representation of all the states in the senate 
by providing that no state shall be deprived of 
that equality without its consent. 

It implies what the whole current of oup 
history shows to be untrue, that the senate 
has during the past century failed to meet 
the just expectations of the people, and that 
the state legislatures have proved themselves 
unfit to be the depositories of the power of 
electing senators. . 

The reasons which require this change—ig¢ 
acted upon and carried to their logical resujt— 
will lead to the election by the direct popular 
vote, and by popular majorities, of the presj. 
dent and of the judiciary, and will compel the 
placing of these elections under complete na- 
tional control. 


This menace of national electiong~ 
which under .the present form of govern- 
ment we do not have—and of a possible 
elimination of state lines and the wiping 


out of the equality of states, is something 


to which the people of the south and of 
_ all of the smaller states must take heed. 


Senator Chandler, who is chairman of 
the committee on privileges and elections, 
has elaborated these ideas in a state- 
ment which he submitted upon some one 
of the various resolutions of this kind 
whieh have reached the senate. He deals 
with this particular phase of the question 
in this way: 

What Senator Chandler Thinks, 

“A change in the constitution which 
compels the election of United States 
senators by direct vote of the people will 
also create a just demand for further 
amendments which the people of this 
country are not yet prepared to adopt. 
It will surely become advisable to re- 
quire the election of president and vice 
president by the people, and when the 
representatives in congress, the senators, 
the president and the yice president are 
all chosen at popular elections, then con- 
gress must proceed to prescribe the quall- 
fications of voters in the several states 
and to enact a national] election law pro- 
viding for registering such voters, for 
calling and holding the elections and for 
certifying the results by national elec- 
tion officials In all the states of the 
union. If senators as Well as representa- 
tives are to be elected by the people, and 
also the president and yice president, it 
will be unreasonable for the states to 
ask to be allowed to continue to prescribe 
the qualifications of yoters, enlarging the 
suffrage in one state and restricting it in 
another. The demand for compete, su- 
preme and uniform federal! election laws 
for all these elections will be just, and 
compliance with it will be inevitable.” * 

Senator Chandler in the same paper 
points out the ease with which it is pos- 
sible to manipulate the majority 
convention and asks the pertinent ques- 
tilon--the question which is really the live 
one in this connection—Ig a politica! party 
caucus any more likely to act indepen- 
dently, honorably and wisely than @ 
legisiature?”’ 

No Distrust of the People. 

One other thought from Senator Chan- 
dler’s statement is interesting in this con- 
nection. “The adoption of this amend- 
ment by congress,’ said he, “is not neces- 
sary to prove that we do not distrust the 
people. The framers of the constitution 
did not distrust the deliberate and per- 
sistent judgment of the people; they only 
dreaded the injurious effects of a sudden 
temper of the people and thought that 
the constitution should contain safe- 
guards which would give time for the 
second sober thought to operate. 
Therefore they provided that the presi- 
dent and vice president should be elected 
for four years by electoral colleges in the 
states chosen ag the legisiature might 
think best; that the senators should be 
elected for six years by the legis.atures; 
that the federal judges should be appoint- 
ed by the president and senate and hod 
their offices for life, and that only repre- 
sentatives in congress should be chosen 
by the people every two years. If it 
shows an undue distrust by the people to 
adhere to the method thus provided for 
electing senators, why should we not 
choose president, vice president, judges 
and all federal officials by the people, and 
choose them ail for two years only?’ 
Senator Pettus Would Not Change. 

This testimony comes, of course, frum 
republican sources, but there is so much 
worth considering in it that I do no 
think it should be cast aside jightiy. T5 
cry for the election of the senators by the 
people has been raised to an extent Ca 
culated to make such a movement pop 
lar, but the questions involved are ‘ave 
and important, too important to be passed 
by without full consideration. Senator 
Pettus, a member of the e:ections com- 
mittee, who is a democrat of democrats, 
will find a good many supporters of his 
characteristic declaration of unwibing- 
ness “that there should be a single change 
made in the old constitution.”

The past week in the crimina} branch 
of the Fulton superior court has been a 
notable one, if for no other reason than 
the unusual dispatch with which the 
business of the court was taken up and 
disposed of. | 

When Judge John S. Candler, presiding: 
officer of the criminal branch, organized 
his court last Monday morning there were 
exactly ninety-nine cases on the docket. 
The following day the Srand jury met 
and returned six true bills of indictment, 
which ran the docket up to 105 cases. Of 
this number about forty-two were jail 
cases. 

Only two jail cases remained to be tried 
when court adjourned yesterday after- 
noon for the week, and ninety cases in 
all had been called and disposed of dur- 
ing the past five days. The two jail cases 
pending are Thomas J. Hunter, 
charged with embezzlement, and W. LL.

Adkins, the young man charged with kill- 


ing Ed Brooks in Regenstein’s store more 
than a month ago. 

The Hunter case is scheduled as the 
first case to be put upon trial Monday 
morning. The Adkins case will be taken 
up at an early date next week. The case 
of young Paul Rainwater, charged with 
stabbing Brank Slappey to death, was 
called vesterday morning, but was post- 
poned on account of the illness of one cf 
the witnesses. The trial will be held some 
time during next week. 

If the past week has been busy, next 
week bids fair to prove intensely interest- 
ing from more than one Standpoint. There 
are several very. important bond cases 
ready for trial and these will engage the 
court's attention until probably Friday af- 
ternoon. Today Judge Candler wil] hear 
motions. A motion for a new trial in 
the Ed Gilbert case hag already been filed 
and this will doubtless pe heard next 
Saturday. 

The case of Detective David 8. Looney, 
charged with embracery, was called yes- 


terday, but was postponed on account of ! 


the serious iilness of the defendant, who 
has been confined to his bed since the 
first of the week. If Detective Looney is 
sufficiently recovered Monday the trial 
will be taken up. 

The bond of J. H. Soock, the voung man 
who was arrested for taking $1.500 from 
the cashier’s desk at the Kimball not 
long ago, was forfeited, the defendant 
failing to appear when the case was 
called. The bond was for $300. 

The case against W. A. Bradley, charg<e® 
with malfeasance while in oftice as 4 
justice court bailiff, was also called, bu® 
the defendant failed to make any showings 
and the bond was Srdered forfeited. Brad- 
ley’s father-in-law appeared as security in 
the sum of $50.

DECISION AS TO DAMAGE SUITS. 


Supreme Court of South Carolina 
Makes Important Ruling. 

Columbia, 8. C., April 20.—(Special.)— 
he supreme court has filed a decision 
covering an important question. In fact, 
were two separate questions in- 
volved, but one of these did not come up 
fo- Gecision at this time. It is whether if 
uw person loses his or her life through the 
negligeence of any person or corporation, 
ani that person is a non-producer, with 
n) ene dependent on him or her, and is, 
in fact. really a dependent on others, if 
Camages for such death can be collected 
be their heirs. This question was pre- 
sented in the circuit court in the suit 
acsinst the Atlantic Coast Line road for 
$1.06 damages for the death cf Mrs. 
Sarah P. Dixon, an old lady who was 
jarred by the sudden stopping of the 
train. It was shown that her relatives 
had for years been supporting her and it 
Was argued that no one was damaged, 
financially, by her death. The jury, how- 
ever, gave damages to the amount of 
$15,000. Judge Kliough overruled the de- 
fendant’s order for a new trial, but pass- 
ed an order granting such new trial unless 
the plaintiff, who was A. Brooks Stuck- 
levy, the administrator, should within a 
specified time remit $10,000 of such verdict. 
The plaintiff refusing to enter the remit- 
titur, appealed from the order granting 
a new trial. 

In his decision affirming the position of 
the circuit judge, Justice Pope says: 

“No such limitation has been placed 
upon the circuit judge when he grants a 
new trial nisi as that it must appear, in 
order to enable him to do so, that the 
jury were governed by improper motives 
which affect the whole verdict and not in 

art. 
; “The motive of the law-making powers 
of this state, in clothing the circuit 
judges with power to grant new trials, 
is not limited to cases where improper 
motives with the jury existed, but for 
other and wiser purposes was such power 
given to them. 

“Te a circuit judge were made to see 
that a jury was governed by improper 
motives, it would be in his discretion to 

a new trial. 

“This court does not propose to inter- 
fere with the exercise by the circuit 
judge of his wise discretion in weighing 
the testimony and determining its suffi- 
ciency even if he allows only one-third 
of a verdict to stand. 

“This court can interfere only when the 
circuit judge commits some error of law. 
In the present case no such error is 
shown.’’ 

This is the only case of this character 
that has emme before the supreme court 
in many years.

In a recent article in The American 
Womafl’s Home Journal! Mrs. V. Jefferson 
Davis writes of the ‘‘War Time Woman 
amd the Woman of Today” as follows: 

“The average war-time woman was 
about five feet one or two, rather narrow- 
shouldered, often somewhat shorter from 
the habit of stooping; many were anaemic 
and all were uncomfortab y and 
Would have resented the imputation of 
being healthy as a convertible term with 
coarse. 

“The very fashion of their gowns tend- 
ed to render them helpless. The shou-der 
peams extended several! inches over the 
top of the arm, and the sleeves were 
nearly as tight as the skin, so that if the 
arm yas raised without proper precau- 
tion the armhole was burst open, There 
was no expanding muscle to burst the 
very tight little sleeves. The sma. ler the 
waist, the more beautiful. Frgm three 
to seven petticoats were worn under the 
outer dress. The toilette was finished 
with a pair of white ‘open-worked’ thread 
stockings, like lace, and a pair of the 
thinnest little black kid slippers without 
heels, the soles thin as blotting paper, 
tied2 on with inch-wide black ribbon, 
crossed above the ankles. Lace mittens 
embarrassed without protecting the wear- 
er's hands from thé sun.

“The sun never touched their soft com- 
plexions which were white like the petals 
of a magnolia blossom.
